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Commencing  with  this  Folio,  KPFA/B  will  demonstrate  to  their  Metropolitan 
Bay  Area  audiences  the  world's  most  realistic  audio  experience  possible  via  radio 
communication.  The  stations  will  be  resuming  experimentation  with  stereophonic 
broadcasts  on  two  FM  channels.  As  many  listeners  will  recall,  KPFA/B  experiment- 
ed with  stereophonic  programs,  both  live  and  recorded  even  back  in  1954.  However, 
it  has  only  been  in  the  last  year  or  so  that  stereo  has  become  generally  popular. 
One  need  only  glance  through  the  Harrison  catalog  of  stereophonic  pre-recorded 
tapes  to  realize  that  stereo  has  finally  arrived. 

The  recent  growth  and  public  acceptance  of  stereo  is  unquestionably  related  to 
the  five  years  of  experimentation  in  two-channel  broadcasting  by  numerous  Eastern 
AM-FM  outlets.  Unfortunately  however,  the  maximum  effectiveness  of  these  experi- 
ments was  always  hampered  by  the  technical  inadequacies  of  AM  transmission. 
And  since  high-fidelity  sound  transmission  is  becoming  thought  of  as  a  necessity 
rather  than  a  luxury,  perhaps  even  the  future  of  AM  is  endangered  as  far  as  metro- 
politan audiences  are  concerned.  (The  current  Broadcasting-Telecasting,  April  8 
reports  that  FM  listening  in  Los  Angeles  exceeds  AM.)  At  any  rate,  KPFA/B  need 
not  apologize  for  any  AM  limitations.  Our  stereo  broadcasts  will  utilize  both  sta- 
tions operating  on  FM  with  maximum  audible  fidelity.  This  feature  in  itself  estab- 
lishes our  stereophony  as  the  finest  in  the  world  of  radio.  .  .  IF  YOU  LIVE  IN  THE 
METROPLITAN  BAY  AREA  AND  CAN  RECEIVE  KPFA  AND  KPFB. 

In  order  to  properly  enjoy  the  pleasures  of  KPFA/B  stereophony,  two  FM  radios 
are  needed:  one  tuned  to  KPFA  at  94.1  megacycles,  the  other  to  KPFB  at  89-3 
megacycles.  The  two  radios  should  be  placed  opposite  one  another  roughly  equidis- 
tant from  the  listening  areas.  Adjust  volume  and  tone  controls  to  taste,  then  relax 
and  enjoy  the  best  in  hi-fi  stereo  sound.  Naturally,  the  better  quality  of  the  radios 
or  components  used  will  result  in  better  stereophony.  We  feel,  that  even  on  two 
small  Grancos,  our  stereo  broadcasts  will  surprise  you.  Needless  to  say,  KPFA/B 
stereophony  is  compatible  with  conventional  listening;  either  station  alone  will  pro- 
vide a  satisfactory  signal.  The  premiere  concert  of  our  new  stereo  series  will  be 
presented  on  Friday,  May  10  at  9*.45P.M.  featuring  works  of  Tchaikowsky,  Stravinsky 
and  Antheil. 

In   conclusion,   we   might   suggest    a  hopeful   stereo  future  for   those    subscribers 

residing  outside  the  influence  of  our  meager  KPFB   250-watt   signal.   The   station's
